Response to Amendment T 

The reply filed on March 24, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant elects the invention of 
Group IV, methods of making hook material and further elects the "species" comprising 
figures 28-28F and 30-34 which is a combination group identified in the restriction as a 
composite including loop defining material and loop-engaging hooks comprising Group 
Vi(2). Applicant has elected the method of making this combination group. However, 
this is not a sufficiently detailed election and is therefore nonresponsive. As indicated in 
the restriction requirement mailed September 17, 2002, "if applicant chooses to elect 
a method of making hook material with loop material then applicant must elect 
one group as defined above from each subcombination (I, III), consistent with the 
disclosure providing written description of those subcombinations groups being 
used in the elected combination" (page 8, lines 8-12 of the restriction requirement). 
The groups I and III are set forth in pages 6 and 7 of the restriction requirement where 
the Arabic numerals in parentheses (1), (3) set forth the corresponding subcombinations 
groups comprising hook fastener product and hook engageable loop material, 
respectively. Applicant has not elected a particular subcombination hook material and a 
particular subcombination of hook engageable loop material consistent with the 
disclosure providing written description of the subcombination groups being used in the 
elected combination of figures 28-28F and 30-34. Since applicant has failed to elect the 
subcombinations as required by the restriction requirement, the election is 
nonresponsive and must be amended by further detail. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the 
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above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
